(referred to below as "Bacon & Thomas") that appears dated "Wednesday, June 25, 2008 
3:01 AM" on page 2 of the attached as Exhibit T-l. 

4. My email of "Wednesday, June 25, 2008 3:01 AM" refers to "U.S. Patent No. 6,116,729" 
and Talents reference "P-9371" and my email asks Mr. George Chen for a cost estimate to 
pay the 7.5 years maintenance fee without transferring the case to Bacon & Thomas, and 
without changing the maintenance fee address in the records of the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office (referred to below as the 'USPTO").
